His comments sent securities markets 
tumbling, with the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age of 30 blue-chip stocks losing more than 47 
points. 

The president formally submitted his pro 1 
posed budget to Congress on Wednesday 
morning along the lines he had drawn in his 
State of the Union address the night before. He 
proposed federal spending of $1,517 trillion in 
the 1993 fiscal year, which begins Oct. 1. The

Political Call to Arms: Recharging the Partisan Fight

WASHINGTON — A year after he sum- 
moned the nation to battle in the Gulf War, 
President George Bush tried for a comeback in 
his State of the Union speech. In the name of 
ibe capital-gains tax cut, alternative minimum 
taxes and modifying the “passive loss rule.’’ the 
president borrowed the soaring languag e , the 
deadlines and the steely threats to Sadda m 
Hussein to construct a case for political war on 
the Democrats. 

Hating the most memorable phrase of his 
presidency — his “This wfll not stand” threat to 
Mr. Saddam — be put himself on a war footing 
and implied that anyone who disagreed was 
somehow unpatriotic. Democrats, he said, 
would surely not turn their back on the nation 
in this time of peril because “you’re patriots, 
and you want the best for your country." 


An dec don-year State of the Union speech is 
by definition the most partisan erf partisan 
addresses, and this one, Mr. Bush's protesta- 
tions notwithstanding, was no different. When- 
ever Mr. Bush enhsts the hdp of Peggy 
Noonan, author of his highly successful 1938 
nomination acceptance speech, and the media 
consultant Roger Aiks as tutor on body lan-

guage. as be did for Tuesday night’s speech: it is 
not substance but political style that is at issue. 

Most State of ute Union addresses are not 
memorable, and this (me. in its substance, was 
not either. In his speech last year, Mr. Bush 
said, “We will ui this recession behind us and 
return to growth "oon." He said the same thing 
this year, oat took longer saying it and wrapped 
it up in three-point programs and eight-point 


strategies. That gives Mr. Bush, the man with- 
out a plan, something to use against the Demo- 
crats. even if it has a familiar ring. 

“Our long nightmare is over,” said one Bush 
partisan, adding that the speech “might not be 
great but it gets us past the suicide stage” 
Rarely had a speech raised so many advance 
expectations. Virtually all of Mr. Bush’s politi- 
cal aides, watching in horror and gloom, ac- 
knowledge now that the strategy of the past 10 
weeks of waiting until Tuesday to offer a pro- 
gram to combat the recession was a mistake. 

"There’s no place to go but up from here,” 
said one aide before the speech, referring to Mr. 
Bush’s poll ratings, which have skidded to the 
lowest of his presidency and pul him in a 
category with President jimmy Carter- 
Not only has Mr. Bush had no plan to offer 
the country, his two most widely publicized 
appearances in recent weeks were nis “mea- 


culpa tour” of New Hampshire and his collapse 
the week before in Japan. Barring calamity, a 
speech in the House of Representatives before a 
joint session of Congress Is the next best thing 
to an Oval Office address for appearing presi- 
dential. 

In his call to political aims. Mr. Bush in- 
voked the ghosts of past presidents repeatedly, 
a rhetorical device also designed to make presi- 
dents look presidential- Echoing John F. Ken- 
nedy's call to the nation three decades ago. Mr. 
Bush said: “Members of Congress, let me tell 
you what you can do for your country. You 
must pass the elements of my plan to meet our 
immediate economic needs " 

He used grim solemnity, as though the enemy 
were at the door.

In response to U.S. proposals. President Be- 
ns N. Yeltsin of Russia offered Wednesday to 
stan dismantling his country's nuclear arsenal 
along lines that would end art;, military threat 
to the United States. 

The Russian leadership's interest in military 
cooperation with Washington was confirmed 
when Mr. Yeltsin, in a televised speech in 
Moscow, expressed interest in the development 
of a global system or defenses against long- 
range missiles — a turnaround from Moscow's 
objections to U.S. programs to build a space- 
based defensive shield. 

Although Mr. Yeltsin said that he was pro- 
posing cooperation on a program to intercept 
missiles that would replace the Strategic De- 
fense Initiative, his comments — while not 
detailed on this point — suggested that Mos- 
cow acknowledges that it could benefit from 
the protection of a U.S. -developed defensive 
system in future. 

For months. Russian military experts have 
been saying in private meetings with Western 
officials and analysts that Moscow will need to 
rely increasingly on some kind of anti-missile 
system, even if only partially effective, because 
of the risks of a confrontation with China or 
with Muslim states that might acquire nuclear 
arms. 

In his State of the Union speech Tuesday 
nighL President George Bush outlined new 
anns-control measures, including a p reposal 
that the United States and the former Soviet 
republics eliminate all multiple-warhead nucle- 
ar missiles based on land. 

When he meets with Mr. Yeltsin on Satur- 
day. Mr. Bush said, he will propose that if 
Russia eliminates all land-based missiles with 
more than one warhead, he will eliminate the 
multiple-warhead MX missile and reduce the 
number of warheads on the Minuteman missile 
from three to one. 

Mr. Bush said that the number of warheads 
on submarine-launched missiles would be re- 
duced, and that the United States would “con- 
vert a substantial portion of our strategic 
bombers to primarily conventional use.” 

Underscoring the Russian leadership's ap- 
parent interest in accepting Washington's dis- 
armament priorities, the thrust of Mr. Yeltsin's 
proposals — his first major statement on the 
subject since the collapse of the Soviet Union in 
December — was directed at halting the pro- 
duction of new nuclear weapons rather than 
eliminating existing warheads. His proposals 
also were aimed at ending military production 
rather than negotiating more treaties that 
would actually cost money to implement. 

If agreement can be reached with Mr. Bush in 
talks next week in Washington, Mr. Yeltsin 
said. Moscow will halt programs to modernize 
long-range nuclear missiles, halve new arms 
purchases and stop production of long-range 
cruise missiles and heavy bombers. 

That position is welcome in Washington be- 
cause it effectively ends any prospect of the 
Russian military establishment continuing a 
nuclear arms race with the United States, even 
on a smaller scale. 

If all the cuts proposed by Washington and 
Moscow take effect, both countries will go 
down to about 4,500 long-range warheads each 
— roughly four times more dan Britain, China 
or France. 

Prime Minister John Major of Britain, wel- 
coming the cuts as stabilizing, said that London 
would proceed to deploy more nuclear missiles 
on its strategic submarines. 

As a conciliatory gesture in advance. Mr. 
Bush offered to cut the number of nuclear 
missiles deployed on strategic submarines, the 
arm of the U.S. deterrent that is the major 
threat to Moscow. 

Mr. Yeltsin, saying that “the United States is

Mood Shift 
In Germany 

Opposition Mounts 
To US Arms , EC Ties

A majority of Germans is opposed to 
the continued presence of any U.S. forces 
or nuclear weapons in the country and to 
the further integration or Germany into 
the European Community, according to a 
survey disclosed in the U.S. Congress on 
Wednesday. 

Coming at a time of alarm among other 
Western governments a born more asser- 
tive German diplomacy, the findings sug- 
gest that German voters have outpaced the 
Bonn government in reconsidering inter- 
national lies designed to embed Germany 
in the West. 

The survey may reflect a transitional 
mood in Germany, analysts in Berlin and 
Washington said, but the results seem 
bound to sharpen concerns among other 
Western governments about the risk of 
seeing Germany stun to pursue more inde- 
pendent. nationalist policies. 

The Rand Corp.. a research company 

Bonn predicted a sharp decline in West- 
ern German growth for 1991 Page II. 

thaL does extensive consulting for the U.S. 
government, formulated the survey. Con- 
ducted by Infra test Burke- Berlin. it in- 
volved LOGO interviews in October and 
November. 

Perhaps the most surprising conclusion 
of the poll is the lack of enthusiasm for a 
stronger European Community among 
Germans, traditionally self-described as 
people eager to bury nationalism in a Eu- 
ropean identity. 

Fewer than half of those interviewed 
wanted a common currency or EC politi- 
cal union. Although those goals were 
adopted by the EC summit meeting a: 
Maastricht’ in December, they were sup- 
ported respectively by only 44 and 46 
percent of the Germans polled. 

Despite moves by the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to acquire a new- role 
in fostering stability in Eastern Europe 
and the former Soviet Union, the number 
of Germans opposed to even a limited 
U.S. troop presence has risen to dose to 60 
percent, according to the results of the 
poll. 

The results point to widening rejection 
among German voters of key Western in- 
stitutions that played a major role in Ger- 
man reunification and were extolled by 
leaders in Bonn as the bedrock for future 
cooperation in Europe and across the At- 
lantic. 

The current mood in Germany may be a 
phase reflecting the impact of the 16 mil- 
lion citizens from Eastern Germany, who 
will need time to assimilate the value of 
ties to NATO and the EC, according to 
Ronald D. Asmus. a German expert with 
Rand Corp„ who analyzed the survey 
findings in testimony to a congressional 
committee in Washington. 

But unmistakably, he said, the postwar 
consensus underpinning the policies of 
successive German governments is 
“breaking up” as Germany heads toward 
elections in 1994. in which former East

Moscow Talks on Mideast: Hope Amid the Discord

MOSCOW — The two-day Moscow round 
of Middle East peace talks ended Wednesday- 
much as they had begun, with a pall cast over 
their future by the question of who will speak 
for the Palestinians. 

Yet despite wobbly moments caused by the 
Palestinian question, it was dear that this phase 
of the peace process, focused on issues affecting 
the entire Middle East, does indeed have a 
future. 

Delegates from two dozen countries, includ- 
ing the broadest band of Arab states ever to sit 
at the same table with Israel agreed to resame 
their discussions in the spring. They set up five 
small groups, each of which is to focus on a 
specific problem and to convene in April or 


May in capitals stretching from Tokyo to Otta- 
wa. 

Viewed from that vantage, some of the two 
dozen nations represented in Moscow said, 
their gathering was significant, even successful 

But the dispute over Palestinian representa- 
tion bung over the conference. 

It appeared that, at least for now. the argu- 
ments were centered only on this “multination- 
al” phase and not the companion "bilateral" 
talks between Israel and delegations represent- 
ing the Palestinians. Syria, Jordan and Leba- 
non. Those negotiations, held thus far in Wash- 
ington. are supposed to resume in mid- 
February. although the location has not yet 
been decided. 

Only one date for the new talks has been 


fixed, but Israeli officials say all wili take place 
between the end of April and mid-May. Talks 
on water rights in the region "probably” will be 
held iu Turkey while discussions oh refugees 
are set for Canada. Economic cooperation talks 
are to be held in Brussels, on May 1 1 and 11 
And the peace process will shift 'to Japan to 
discuss the environment, and to Washington 
for arras control. 

For a second day. Palestinians did not attend 
the talks because their choice of delegates was 
unacceptable to the American and to the Rus- 
sian sponsors, who had acceded to Israeli de- 
mands that Palestinians from East Jerusalem 
and from outside the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip be excluded. 

But there were strong signs that the United 
States and Russian were now looking for a way 


to get the Palestinians involved when the work- 
ing groups reconvene this spring. 

It is "quite possible," Mid Vladimir Pe- 
trovsky. the Russian deputy foreign minister, 
that there will be “adjustments" to present 
agreements forbidding Arabs from Jerusalem 
or the Palestinian diaspora from taking part. 
On Tuesday, Secretary of State James A. Baker 
3d said that he supported the idea of having 
Palestinians from outside the territories join the 
discussions at a later date, especially on an issue 
like refugees, which affects them directly.

Just How Big Are the Settlements? Israel Isn 9 t Saying

ELI, Israeli -Occupied West Bank — In the 
Iasi 18 months, this Jewish settlement has 
been quietly transformed by Israel’s govern- 
ment from a tiny hilltop outpost into one of 
the country's biggest boom towns. 

More than 400 new housing units, ranging 
from pricey white-sracco town houses to 
spartan trailer homes, have been started at 
Stale expense in Eli, and work is continuing at 
a breakneck pace. In the time it took to count 
the new homes one recent mo rning , trucks 
hauled 10 fresh prefabricated units up the 
hfll 

How big has Eli grown in the last year, and 
bow much more housing is on the way? For 
the Bush administration and the government 
of Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, that infor- 


mation could soon become crucial: In return 
for granting Israel ail or a portion of the StO 
billion in U.S. loan guarantees it has request- 
ed, Washington reportedly is seeking an Is- 
raeli commitment to limit construction in 
settlements to that already begun. 

Yet learning what is actually being built 
here, as throughout all the territories cap- 
tured by Israel in 1967 — the West Bank, 
Gaza Strip, Golan Heights and East Jerusa- 
lem — has proved to be a puzzling and 
controversial problem. As it has pursued the 
biggest settlement-building program in the 
24-year history of its occupation of the terri- 
tories, Mr. Shamir's government has ap- 
peared to pursue a policy of obscuring the 
true scale and cost or its campaign. 

U.S. officials sav Israel has never given 
Washington complete figures about how 
many new homes are under construction or 


how much money is being spent. According 
to Israeli press reports, the United States has 
resorted to spy satellite photographs of the 
occupied territories to count the number of 
new bousing units. 

Determining the exact scale of the new 
construction is important because negotia- 
tions between the United States and Israel 
over loan guarantees could now apparently 
lead to tacit U.S. acceptance of thousands of 
housing units in the occupied territories that 
have been recently started by Israel but not 
acknowledged publicly or even included in 
government reports. 

"Clearly what we’re seeing is an attempt to 
get as much on the ground as possible, as 
secretly as possible, before we can stop 
them,” said an expert monitoring the build- 
up. “Then, even if there's an agreement on a 


freeze, they can spend the next several years 
finishing what they've sianed.” 

“For external consumption, the govern- 
ment provides and maintains a dense smoke- 
screen around the settlement process in an 
effort to divert criticism,” said a report re- 
leased Iasi week by the dovish Peace Now 
movement. "While dissociating itself in over- 
seas forums From the enormous expansion 
the settlers are making in the territories, the 
government signals to hs supporters at home. 
‘Look at what we do. not what we say.’ " 

The example of Eli appears to support the 
charge. Official government reports on hous- 
ing make no mention of the fact that the 
settlement, which had only 56 homes in De- 
cember 1990, has grown by at least eightfold

And as a country that is dominated by Arabs in the 
north and black Africans in the south, the Sudan is an 
ideal springboard for Islamic fundamentalism in Arab 
countries and Africa, he said. 

Many Sudanese argue that Mr. Turabi's vision of an 
Islamic world held together by religion and economic 
interdependence could be taken less seriously if it were 
not for two factors. 

First, they say. f mufamwitaKp n appeals to people 
who are both poor and religious. 

' Second, Sudan’s economic disarray would normally 
disqualify it as the springboard for anything, but Mr. 
Turabi seems to have solved this problem by bringing 
in the Iranians, who are helping on many fronts, from 
ad to military training. 

A U.S. diplomat in Khartoum said Mr. Turabi's 
I s lam ic fundamentalism had emerged since the 1939 
coup as anti-democratic, violating human rights and 
protecting international terrorist groups. 

Since coming to power, the military government 
banned Sudan's well-entrenched political parties, im- 
prisoned suspected opponents and, mternatim iai hu- 
man rights orga ni za t ions say. tortured detainees. 


But Mr. Turabi, 59, who has degrees in law from 
Khartoum University, University of London and the 
Sorbonne. and is fluent in Arabic, English and French, 
presents die Islamization of Sudan in a milder way. 

For example, he said, the Islamic legal code. Sharia, 
which calls for the amputation of limbs as the punish- 
ment for aimed robbery, is now being enforced in a 
responsible manner. He said that so for there had not 
been amputations, because it “took a long time to 
review a case." 

As attorney general in 1983 in the government of 
Gaafar Nimary, Mr. Turabi was the architect of 
Sharia-based laws that resulted in a number of ampu- 
tations that were carried out in public. Mr. Turabi 
distances himself from that period, saying, “Nimetry 

liked drama." 

Mr. Turabi said the recently announced Islamic 
dross axle for women was being enforced by “moral 
education.” And be portrayed toe new government as 
providing for toe vast underclass: an Islamic “poor 
tax" will provide funds for welfare services, be said. 

However, since early Etecember, toe bousing au- 
thorities in Khartoum have bulldozed the shacks of 
about 250,000 impoverished squatters; many had 
lived in their hovels for more chan a decade, Sudanese 
and Western aid officials said. 

Some observers say the squatters, many of them 


Christian and animist southerners, were moved to 
quash potential oppositiou- 

Whiie Mr. Turabi argues that only moral persuasion 
is b**ip g. used to change dress habits, women report 
differentlv. In government offices, women Imre been 
told to wear clothes that cover them from their head to 
their ankles or lose their jobs. 

Mr. Turabi, who served in the Constituent Assem- 
bly in the 1960s, was imprisoned for six years afar toe 
coup in 1969 led by Mr. Nimriry. then a eoloneL Mr. 
Turabi went into exile in Libya, a place where he says 
— with obvious satisfaction — fundam entalism is now 
threatening the government of Colonel Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

Now that his Islamic From has prevailed at home, 
he is concentrating on wider horizons. He is secretmy- 
general of the new Arab- Islamic Conference, traveling 

a great deal and watching how toe West reacts 10 his 
campaign. 

He was recently in the breakaway Ethiopian region 
of Eritrea, which borders the Sudan and where half the 
population is Muslim. 

He is taking the long view. He is not too concerned, 
he said, about the military takeover in Algeria after the 
fundamentalists' political success there. “I don’t 
mind,” he said, “because whatever the West will do, 
Islam will still ultimately overcome.”

Under Fire , Miyazawa 
Hints at Early Election 
To Buttress His Party

TOKYO — Prime Minister Kii- 
chi Miyazawa, whose three months 
in office have bom tainted with 
scandals, sidestepped demands 
Wednesday that be resign, but indi- 
cated he ought call an election soon 
to restore confidence in his govern- 
ment. 

As opposition parties mounted 
an offensive to disgrace Mr. 
Miyazawa, his governing Liberal 
Democratic Party announced that 
it would soon begin drafting legis- 
lation to dean up the nation's poli- 
tics. 

’ Mr. Miyazawa and toe governing 
party face weeks of attack in parlia- 
ment following the recent arrest of 
a former government minister. Fu- 
raio Abe. on charges of talcing 
bribes and as rumors begin to sur- 
face about a marger political brib- 
ery scandaL 

The prime minister indicated for 
the first lime on Wednesday that he 
was considering calling a general 
election by July to restore confi- 
dence in lus party. 

While a lower house election 
need not be held for two more 
years, a growing number of Liberal 
Democratic legislators are begin- 
ning to favor bolding a double elec- 
tion. 

Half toe membership of the up- 
per House of Councillors faces an 
election this summer, and the gov- 
erning party has always fared well 
in a double polL

Japan Loses Face Over Defector’s Loss of Liberty

TOKYO — Fire months after 
deporting a Chinese woman who 
hod fled to Japan lo claim political 
asylum, the Japanese government 
has reacted with embarrassment 
and concern over a report that she 
has been arrested ana imprisoned 
in her home province. 

At the time of her deportation 
last August. Japan dismissed the 
woman’s request to be considered a 
political refugee and forced her to 
return to Shanghai. The move was 
deplored by Amnesty Internation- 
al Asia Watch and other rights 
groups. 

The deportation occurred just as 
Japan was resuming economic tics 
with China after the military crack- 


down on dissidents in Beijing in 
1989, and critics said Japan was 
more interested in making money 
in China than in human rights. 

The controversy revived this 
week after a journalist traveled to 
China, interviewed the woman's 
family and reported that she bad 
been imprisoned. The report con- 
tradicted earlier assurances by the 
Japanese government that she was 
livmg happily with her family. 

Lawyers for toe woman. Lin 
Guizhen. accused the Japanese 
government of gullibility and hy- 
pocrisy. 

“From toe beginning, I always 
had doubts about Japan's state- 
ments of assurances from the Chi- 
nese government,” said Tadashi 
Yoshino, a lawyer for Miss Lin. 
“When I met her the dav before she 


was deported, she knew toe was 
going to be in trouble in China.” 

Miss Lin, who is in her mid-2Gs. 
had arrived by boat on the island of 
Okinawa in September 1989 with 
230 other Chinese, but toe alone 
said toe had boarded the boat be- 
cause of her political activities. Ja- 
pan took the position that she was 
simply seeking a job. and it sought 
to expel her. 

Various lawyers took up her 
cause, but Japanese courts upheld 
toe Justice Ministry's determina- 
tion that she be deported. Her de- 
portation occurred before she had 
exhausted her appeals, something 
that was also widely condemned. 

A government spokesman. Ma- 
samichi Hanabusa, said Tuesday 
that Japan had requested an expla- 
nation of her status from China. 
“Tins could be a serious issue, de- 


pending on whal we discover.” he 
said. “People can be in prison for 
various reasons. If she is in prison, 
we also need to know why." 

The Japanese news report about 
Miss Lin could not be indepen- 
dently confirmed with toe Chinese 
authorities. Officials at a labor 
camp for “re-education" in Fuz- 
hou. ber home province, would not 
give any information by telephone 
on who had been settled there. 

The report, by Fukuoka Broad- 
casting Co., appeared on local tele- 
vision. 

Mr. Yoshino, toe lawyer for Miss 
Lin, said be had asked toe reporter. 
MasaruTakagishi. to travel 10 Chi- 
na when he had not .heard from 
Miss Lin. 

“It was apparent that she was in 
a condition where sbe was prohibit- 


ed from communicating with out- 
siders,” Mr. Yoshino said. 

He said Mr. Takagishi had found 
the family in Fuzhou, and that they 
had told' him that Miss Lin had 
been arrested immediately after 
landing in China and had been 
jailed for two years. 

The case has not received much 
publicity in Japan. 

A reporter with a major news 
organization said Tuesday that he 
bad proposed doing (be story but 
that his organization evidently did 
not want to anger or embarrass the 
Foreign Ministry. 

About 3.000 “boat people" came 
from China in several waves in 
1989; most have been returned to 
China as economic refugees. Miss 
Lin is toe only reported example of 
this group who applied for political 
asylum. 


Swiss Officials Urge Li Peng to Improve Rights Situation

BERN — Switzerland pressed Prime Minister Li Peng 
on Wednesday 10 improve China's human rights record 
and asked for details on dissidents held in Chinese pris- 
ons.

“President Fdber said he did not want to present China 
with a model of democracy, but he underlined that certain 
human rights should be recognized by all countries.” said 
toe spokesman.

Mr. Li told the Swiss president that human rights in 
developing countries could not be judged by Western

Old Railway Viaducts 

If you are looking for a 19tb- 
cexuury railway viaduct, go see 
British Rail: the state-owned com- 
pany is selling 50 Victorian via- 
ducts at just £1 (51.79) apiece. 

But it takes a little more than 
just cash to become owner of a 
remnant of Britain’s industrial 
heritage. With the ownership 
comes the responsibility to pre- 
serve and maintain the viaduct, 
which would cost hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. The Times 
of London reports. 

To entice buyers, British Rail is 
prepared to proride a mainte- 
nance dowry of £70,000, which 
should cover toe repair and main- 


tenance costs of a viaduct for 
about 10 years. 

The sale of toe disused viaducts 
is a consequence of the closure erf 
many railway lines in the 1960s. 
British Rail has already sold 24 
viaducts, but still needs to dispose 
of 50, most or which are in Scot- 
land and North England. 

The ornate Victorian viaducts j 
are widely loved as pan of the

Although the president did not detail his plan, the Treasury Department 
said he would propose the most generous cut he has yet sought in the tax: 
to as low as 15.4 percent on the profits from the sale of assets hel d more 
than three yearn. The current capital-gains tax rate is 28 percent. 

Outlining his economic programs, many of which had found their way 
into news reports in recent weeks, Mr. Bush said he was issuing a series of 
executive orders that would impose a 90-day moratorium on all new 
federal regulations that could hinder growth and require all major 
departments and agencies to review their regulations “to stop the ones 
that will hurt growth and speed lip those that will help growth." 

Pledging to change banking regulations to stimulate lending, Mr. Bush 
said: 71 won’t neglect my responsibility for sound regulations that serve 
the public good, but regulatory overMBmust be stopped. And I have

And once the nenmm 
have settled into a particular neighborhood, 
they leant what they , are meant to do Bom 
signals that surround them, rather than from a 
genetic program, (be researchers said. 

The research strongly supports the idea that 
the cerebral cortex, toe most advanced com- 
ponent of tbe mammalian brain, is extremely 
supple and responsive to its environment, 
instead of being fixed early on by a blueprint 
in tbe genes, as some scientists had believed. 

By the latest theory, a neuron that ends up 
in the visual region of the brain becomes a 
visual neuron not because its genes so in- 
structed it, but because tbe cdl is exposed to 
the appropriate signals from nearby cells and 
from the optic nerve. If that same fledgling 
neuron had landed in the auditory region of 
the brain, the scientists said, it would have 
matured into a neuron fit for hearing. 

In the last several years many biologists 
have come to favor Lhe idea of neuronal plas- 
ticity, but tbe latest report offers the most 
powerfiti.ccmfinnatioo yet of the theory. 

Dr. Constance L. Cepko and Dr. Christo- 
pher Walsh of Harvard Medical School in 
Boston demonstrated that otherwise identi- 


cal neurons descended from the same mother 
nerve cell will, during brain development, 
journey to wildly different regions of the 
cortex and assume very different careers 
once settled. The report appears in the cur- 
rent issue of the journal Science. 

“We're normally thought of as nihilists, and 
so we didn’t think anything could surprise us." 
said Dr. Walsh, who is also a neurologist at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, referring to 
his philosophy that many prior conceptions 
Dim out to be wrong. “But even we were 
surprised by bow far these guys would travel" 
from tbe point where the dividing parent 
neuron had spawned them, be said. 

The researchers do not yet know what 
determines when a young neuron will cease 
migrating across the con ex and join a partic- 
ular spot of the brain, but they believe exter- 
nal cues like a tempting vacancy are proba- 
bly far more important than any genetic 
instructions the neurons cany with them. 

“The mother cells do not impart specific 
information to their daughters about what to 
become," Dr. Cepko said. “They do not say 
to one cell, you go to the visual cortex and to 
another, you go to the motor cortex." 

The researchers tracked tbe patterns of 
cell migration by injecting telltale molecular 
tags into the developing brains of fetal rats, 
then screening brain cells to determine which 
neurons had landed where. 

Neurobiologists have been arguing for de- 
cades over whether embryonic neurons are 


blank slates or prefabricated units destined 
for a particular fate. 

Some studies suggested that during devel- 
opment, related neurons move in lockstep 
along set paths to reach one region of ihe 
cortex or another, as though under genetic 
command, but until now scientists could not 
follow cell migrations precisely enough to 
understand unequivocally what they were 
seeing. Conversely, other experiments 
seemed to indicate that neurons are enor- 
mously flexible. Researchers demonstrated 
that if they moved a tiny piece of tissue from 
a fetal rat’s visual cortex — the region of the 
brain that controls sight — and grafted it 
onto the rat's somatosensory cortex, which 
rules over body sensations." the transplant 
would take on’ all the features of its new 
location, becoming a swatch of the somato- 
sensory cortex. 


D R. WALSH and Dr. Cepko de- 
vised an exceedingly sophisticat- 
ed technique. They knew that the 
brain develops as a lube, with 
precursor cells within the tube dividing to 
give rise to offspring neurons, which then 
migrate outward in all directions along un- 
derlying connective fibers, “ft’s designed like 
spokes on a wheel." Dr. Walsh said But the 
precursor cells, or mother neurons, remain 
within the tube, providing a steady pool of 
daughter cells to flesh out the brain. 

The Boston researchers decided to in 


marking different mother cells with distinc- 
tive tags, which would then be passed on to 
their children and could be followed wherev- 
er the daughter ceils should roam. 

-Hie scientists began with 100 different 
strains of viruses. Anesthetizing a pregnant 
rat at the 15th day of gestation, whSe the 
embryonic brains within her were at an early 
stage of development, the researchers inject- 
ed the viruses uno each pup’s neural tube, 
where they infected some of the precursor 
neurons. 

Because so many different types of viruses 
had been introduced into the growing brains, 
the odds greatly favored each neuron's being 
infected with a unique viral strain that then 
became its unmistakable molecular signa- 
ture. The operation had no apparent effect 
on the fetal rats, and the animals developed 
and were bom normally. 

A week or so later, the scientists removed 
the rodents* brains and then isolated cortical 
tissue. Using a technique called polymerase 
chain reaction to discriminate between viral 
markers in individual neurons, the biologists 
saw- astonishing patterns of cell distribution. 
Daughter cells from many different mother 
neurons were sitting side by side in the same 
cortical neighborhoods. 

Equally impressive, siblings of the same 
mother cell had meandered to ail points on 
the globe of the cortex, taking up residence in 
many different functional regions.

Japanese Launch 
Experimental Ship 

KOBE Japan (Reuters) — Ja- 
pan has launched the world's first 
superconducting ship, challenging 
1 50 years of domination by propel- 
ler-driven ships. Looking like a 
cross between a whale and a space 
rocket, the Yamato 1 slid into the 
waters here. 

The experimental ship, built by 
the Ship and Ocean Foundation, is 
powered by superconducting elec- 
tromagnetic propulsion (SEMP), 
which could theoretically allow it 


to achieve speeds close to 100 
knots, about 125 miles (200 kilome- 
ters) an hour. When an electric cur- 
rent passes through a strong mag- 
netic field created by a 
superconducting coil, a force is 
generated which ejects water from 
a duct, propelling the ship forward. 

For the next several months, the 
ship will remain in port while engi- 
neers inspect the machinery before 
conducting lest runs. “This kind of 
ship should be better at high weed, 
where propellers don't work so 
weE" said Kensaku imaichi. direc- 
tor of the foundation and emeritus 


professor of Osaka University. 

When the 30-meter (100-foot) 
ship starts tests this summer, it will 
carry only 10 people and move at 
about eight knots, but Dr. Imaichi 
said speed would increase with im- 
provements in technology. 

Collisions With Earth 
An Aid to Dinosaurs? 

WASHINGTON (WP) - 
About 140 milli on years before the 
asteroid impact that is generally 
thought to have wiped out the dino- 
saurs, there may have been other 


collisions of extraterrestrial objects 
with Earth that allowed the great 
reptiles to flourish in the first place. 

Geologists have found evidence 
of three closely spaced impacts that 
may have caused the mass extinc- 
tion that dosed the Triassic period, 
an event that may have cleared eco- 
logical niches for dinosaurs, until 
then a relatively minor form of life. 

The new evidence consists of 
quartz sand grains that have sharp, 
angular edges indicating that they 
were produced by a shattering blow 
and deposited without being worn 
smooth again. Such “shocked 
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quartz" is widely accepted as evi- 
dence of a major impact. David M. 
Bice and colleagues at Minnesota's 
Carieton College and at Syracuse 
University report in the current 
Science that they found three layers 
of shocked quartz in the Apennine 
Mountains of Italy in the boundary 
layer between Triassic deposits and 
those nf lhe ensuing Jurassic, sug- j 
gesting three impacts within per- j 
haps 150.000 years. j 

Three Species Found 
In ‘Lab Mouse* Coral | 

NEW YORK (NYT) —A com- j 
monlv studied species of coraL the 
“lab mouse" of marine biology, has 
been found to be three species rath- i 
er than one. according 10 a finding | 
reported in the journal Science. 
This may compel scientists to re- • 
view their previous research involv- ' 
mg star coral. J 

The lead investigator. Dr. Nancy i 
Knowltoa. of the Smithsonian j 
Tropical Research Institute in Pan- . 
ama, said past research commonly j 
attributed differences in the coral 
to environmental factors. But the | 
discrepancies might have actually i 
been based on genetics if the re- j 
searchers were unknowingly com- J 
paring different species, she said. 

Star coral, .t foniastraea annu- 
laris, is the most abundant reef- 
building coral in the tropical west- 
ern Atlantic. Dr. Knowlton' s team 
defined the three new species based 
on their genetic, biochemical and 
behavioral properties. Differences 
in protein compositions, growth j 
rates, chemical ratios and protec- ; 
live behaviors demonstrated the ] 
presence of at least three distinct i 
species, the team said. j

Saint Laurent — 30 Years 

Fashion’s Sun King Returns to Feminine Charm

P ARIS — Vivienne Westwood, one-time 
Queen of Punk, rushed up to Yves Saint 
Laurent after his 30th anniversary rash- 
ion show. 

“It was just so fantastic," she said. “So chic, such 
wonderful technique, so perfectly judged in eveiy 
little detail. I have wanted to see a Saint Laurent 
collection all my life and this is my first one." 

Saint Laurent's fashion era has passed through 
turbulent waters — the permissive society. Pop 
Art. hippies, feminism. Westwood's Punk — ana 
not least the waves he himself created. Wednes- 
day's collection sailed serenely into calmer waters. 
It showed a designer at peace — at last — with 
himself and with a rose-tinted view of a woman's 
world. 

The show was a return to conventional feminini- 
ty — all full-skirted dresses in fluttering fabrics, 
small waists, full sleeves, wide-brimmed hats, pol- 
ka dots and flower-garden prims. Skirts and shift 
dresses flared out into an A-iine and were made in 
fresh fabrics like piqu£ or lace. Hemlines stopped 
at that reasonable length just above the knee, 
except for a group of dandelion-puff dresses that 
were thigh-high, and classic pants cropped awk- 
wardly at mid-calf. 

Just occasionally there was a bleep of recogni- 
tion that something tough and nasty might be 
going on out there — reflected as a pea boat and 
pants in satin are as shiny as a garbage bag. Or 
there was a whisper-faint echo of a past inspira- 
tion: the Russian babushka headscarf tied above a 
full-skirted evening dress; the appliques of Ma- 
tisse's flowers. Mostly the flower-bower prints, the 
printed bouquets of violets, the butterfly pins and 
the pastel embroideries were just fresh-plucked 
from an imaginary garden. 

“The flowers are my personal greeting card I 
offer to women." said a beaming Saint Laurent 
backstage as he embraced good Friends from Pa- 
loma Picasso to Catherine Deneuve — who is to be 
the house's new image for beauty, Pierre Beigfe 
revealed Tuesday. 

The show was a class act — but not much more 
— with its airy summer dresses, its still heavy- 
weight tailoring, its simple evening shifts striped 
like a maiekrt shin, and its graceful chiffon col- 
umns. 

The clients loved the womanly simplicity. 

“The greatest class and elegance — breathtak- 
ing.” said Marie-Helfene de Rothschild. “So pret- 
ty." said Sao Schlumbcrger. whose party Tuesday 
for her luxuriant new apartment illuminated a dull 
fashion season. 


Deeda Blair, one of a dutch of American clients 
at the Saint Laurent show, picked out the colors.

How to Greet Li Peng 


in China, one leader more than any other 
is associated with the Tiananmen Square 
massacre two and a half years ago. On Fri- 
day that leader. Prime Minister Li Peng, will 
be in New York to attend a United Nations 
summit meeting. Such meetings can be use- 
ful. The five permanent members of the 
Security Council have emerged as coordina- 
tors of the post-Cold War order. Their coop- 
eration permitted Kuwait's liberation and 
the Cambodia peace agreement. Fresh ef- 
forts are needed — for example, to raise 
funds for expanded peacekeeping. 

China's importance warrants Mr. Lfs in- 
clusion in any serious summit meeting. Bui 
Friday's meeting seems likely to produce 
only vague endorsements of international 
virtue. Britain, the host, has accommodated 
Mr. Li with a draft declaration that omits 
mention of C hina’ s infringement c f UN- 
protected human rights. The proceedings 
could be little more than a photo opportuni- 


ty. President George Bush and Prime Minis- 
ter John Major are running for re-election 
and enjoy calling attention to their forrign 
policy experience. President Francois Mit- 
terrand of France seeks to retrieve some of 
his lost luster as a world leader. Preadem 
Boris Yeltsin hopes to fortify his standing ai 
home and solidify Russia's daim to the Sovi- 
et Union’s old Security Council seaL 
Mr. Li also has an agenda. He is oat to 
show that his role in the Tiananmen tragedy 
is no longer a liability, and thus to ensure his 
political survival after his patrons in the top 
leadership die off. This week's token release 
of political prisoners is meant to sweeten his 
reception. Democratic leaders can avoid aid- 
ing this cynical enterprise by minimizing 
their public camaraderie with Mr. Li. If they 
carelessly bolster his political fortunes now.

A Palestinian Sulk 


The Palestinians, at the Middle East 
peace talks. seek quick progress toward 
statehood. Bui the fact is that they got to 
the talks only by agreeing to American and 
Russian ground rules that limit the imme- 
diate agenda to setting up Palestinian au- 
tonomy and limit their delegation’s mem- 
bership to residents of the West Bank. On 
Tuesday in Moscow, where a new multilat- 
eral phase of the peace talks opened, the 
Palestinians tried to crash the gale and 
add delegates from East Jerusalem and the 
diaspora. No go, said the Israelis. The 
American and Russian foreign secretaries 
supported the Israeli position. They were 
right: Ground rules are not sacred, but 
they should not be changed without mutu- 
al consent. The conference went on, with- 
out the Palestinians and some others. 

It is a reproach to the Palestinians to 
boycott a table set up to discuss their own 
people in refugee camps. Refugees, arms 
control, water Region- wide concerns such 
as these make up the agenda of the third, 
Moscow phase of a conference whose first 
two phases were in Madrid and Washing- 
ton. Yet the Moscow meeting has to be 
regarded as a success. It brought together 
for a first formal encounter Israel. Arab 
countries that are its direct neighbors and 
Arab countries that make up the extended 


region of which Israel desperately strives to 
become an accepted pan. Symbolism is not 
everything, but it is a good place to start. 

The Palestinians should be thinking 
harder about the matter of mutual or 
shared consent. For them it is the only 
acceptable answer — force and imposition 
are unacceptable — to their hopes for a 
homeland. Israel is trying to determine the 
future of the West Bank mostly by its arms 
and its settlements, consulting the Pales- 
tinians as little as possible. On their part 
ihe Palestinians are finally poised to join 
the small circle of those who will deter- 
mine the fate of their homeland. Palestin- 
ian politics may dictate an occasional tac- 
tical pout, as on Tuesday in Moscow. 
Otherwise it is bizarre for Palestinians to 
exclude themselves from the precious cir- 
cle at the moment when its promise be- 
comes newly available lo them. Have they 
not noticed that the United States is quiet- 
ly conditioning American support for Is- 
raeli development loans on Israeli re- 
straint in West Bank settlement? The 
American government is trying to do this 
in a way that will draw Palestinians into 
the negotiation without giving Israelis oc- 
casion to drop out. Are Palestinians going 
to waste this opening?

Out From the Shadows 


As the KGB emerges from the shadows, 
the CL\ may also be starting to open up. A 
task force established by the new director. 
Robert Gates, recommends that he make 
officials and files more accessible and de- 
classify long-held secrets. The question re- 
mains, however: Will this be mere window- 
dressing? The CIA has always made selec- 
tive disclosures to burnish its image, and 
Mr. Gales has left the unfortunate impres- 
sion that he intends to do more of the same. 

History and policy would benefit from a 
new presump lion: that records are the prop- 
erty of the people, not the state. The CIA is 
notoriously unresponsive to requests for in- 
formation. A researcher who sought 50-year- 
old documents was turned down with these 
words: "The CIA may neither confirm nor 
deny the existence or nonexistence of records 
responsive to your request." Mr. Gaia s new 
openness will take some doing. 

He can begin by making public the 
amount he seeks for next year’s intelligence 
budget, along with past figures. Andhe can 
publish a complete list of all U.S. intelligence 
agencies and their functions. He can provide 
a computerized index of aU previously de- 
classified material and disclose all docu- 
ments that date back 50 years or more. 


He can order all intelligence estimates, 
which are carefully drafted to protect 
sources and methods, to be declassified 
after five years. Subjecting old estimates to 
public scrutiny might improve new ones. 
There is no reason, for instance, for 1962 
estimates on Soviet missiles in Cuba to have 
been locked up for 25 years.

PakiMan wants nuclear weapons 
because India has exploded a nuclear 
test device. North Korea wants them 
hecau.sc its neighbors China and Rus- 
sia have them. Lhe United Stales has 
them (and has had them in South 
Korea), and Japan is capable of hav- 
ing them. Hie celebrated threat of 
terrorist acquisition of a nuclear 
weapon cannot completely be dts- 
niis.sed. since the blackmail potential- 
ity of this would be immense. 
'Countries in the non- Western 
w,i\rld want nuclear weapons be- 
cause ihe Western countries have 
them. Thev afford high prestige 
among the neighbors and present a 
very large nuisance factor lo the 
great powers. Countries with nucle- 
ar weapons are taken seriously. 

Nuclear weapons offer a further 
possibility to a risk-taking govern- 
ment. They proviJe a sanctuary 
from which conventional aggression 
might be launched.

A fundamental reason the Cold 
War did not become a real war be- 
tween East and West was the nuclear 
threat lhai each side posed to the oth- 
er. Because of that, no direct confron- 
tation was ever pressed home. 

The Cuban missile crisis was never 
dose to producing a nuclear war, con- 
trary to what many think. An Ameri- 
can air attack upon the missile bases 
being constructed in Cuba, yes: or a 
naval confrontation, or a Soviet con- 
ventional countermove in Europe. But 
not nuclear war. The Soviet Union 
always backed away from Berlin. It 
was the Vietnamese. Laos. Afghans. 
.Africans and Central Americans who 
fought the Cold War on behalf of one 
or the other of the superpowers. 

A small nuclear state in a desperate 
fi x may be more dangerous to provoke 
than the superpowers were. But no one 
will provoke such a slate more than 
once; the consequences would prove 
of a horror far beyond the tolerance of 
cither provoker or provoked. 

Proliferation would logically seem 
to make the world more dangerous: 
in practice it may make it less danger- 
ous. h w.iMihM-ried in the IQJOs that

Speaking the same circuitous wav, 
Phan tdis a similar story. Last March, 
she. her husband and 1 1 other people set 
sail near Hue and were intercepted off 
Hong Kong. Somehow — she is vague — 
her husband went on to Japan. “She is 
longing to return and see her family” the 
interpreters say. “Her aim is to survive.” 
She has a baby daughter born in a deten- 
tion center; that gives neither mother nor 
child toe right to stay in Hong Kong. 

At the Shek Kong Detention Center, 
another half name: Chief Inspector Da- 
vid S. of toe Royal Hong Kong Police, 
the deputy commandant of toe camp. 
Affable and open, he gives his surname 
but asks that it not be used since he is 
from Northern Ireland. “There are peo- 
ple there who might not like it that I'm a 
policeman. - he said. He would have 
been a policeman in toe Royal Ulster 
Constabulary if he had not measured 6 
millimeters short of the minimum height 
of 5 feet ft inches. Then he noticed a 
recruitment ad for toe Hong Kong po- 
lice. That was nine years ago. 

The chief inspector was standing out- 
side the detention center, which was 
opened in May 1989 on pan of toe run- 
way of an air force base. Shek Kong is a 
series of packed barracks and tents hous- 
ing 9300 people, down from a high of 
11.400 not long ago. When it opened it 
was surrounded by a low fence, and as 
many as 500 persons escaped daily. 
“They only went out to see toe world.” fie 
explained, "and they came back at night. 
Now people try to escape to find work 
and stay oul They're not refugees here, 
you see. but illegal immigrants." 

The shorthand for that is "ii." Nearly 
60.000 ii’s are being held in detention 
centers, a fruit of Hong Kong's humane 
policy or first asylum: elsewhere in 
Southeast Asia, boat people are still 
pushed back oul to sea. 

None of those in the centers can be- 
come refugees until screening to deter- 
mine that they face a real threat in Viet- 
nam. In roughly 15 years. 80.000 people 
have fled to Hong Kong: 14,000 have 
been resettled. Some 20,000 failed toe 
screening but remain in the camps, pend- 
ing voluntary or mandatory repatriation; 
toe latter began in a small way last fall. 
About 39.000 more await screening, 
which means at least a two-year stay in 
detention centers. "The enormous num- 
bers erf children within give a peculiar 
impression erf concrete and barbed wire 
nurseries." toe human rights group Asia 
Watch noted in December. 


Most people seem willing to wait but 
there are options: 1.000 in Shek Kong 
applied for voluntary repatriation in Oc- 
tober, 1,400 in November and 500 last 
month. “There'll be a falloff now." the 
chief inspector said, “since it takes six to 
eight weeks to process somebody for vol- 
untary repatriation and those that went 
last fall wanted to be home for Chinese 
New year.” That will be Feb. 4-5. 

Escape remains an option, too, and 30 
people a month continue to make it that 
way out of (he camp. It cannot be easy, 
since Shek Kong is row surrounded by a 
20-foot-high outer fence and an S-fooi- 
high inner fence, both lopped with 
barbed wire. (“We have no dogs, no 
sidcarms. just batons." the chief inspec- 
tor said. “If we see somebody trying to 
escape, we just chase them-”) 

.Another fence — a wall, really — is 
going up around that section of the 
camp that houses those who haveap- 
plied for voluntary repatriation. “The 
aim is u> prevent talking, to keep people 
from dissuading them." 

For those who have seen refugee 
camps before, the detention center does 
not resemble them as much as it does a 
prison. The look of bewilderment and 
toe smell of privation are familiar but 
toe fences, toe concertina wire, the 230- 
man police force, the checks of incoming 
and outgoing vehicles are not 
The chief inspector insisted that he 
and his men were not warders. “You try 
not to fall into the warder mentality.*' he 
said, “because warders are in charge erf 
criminals and these people are not usu- 
ally criminals but economic migrants 
looking for a better life." 

Interviews with boat people were noi 
permitted at Shek Kong but the officer 
from Ulster filled in for toe Vietnamese. 
"I can tell you what they would be 
saying." he said. “They'd say. ‘I came for 
freedom. 1 want to go to America.' 

“They’re not going there, of course. 
They're mostly not going anywhere ex- 
cept back to Vietnam after a long wan 
here. But they have hope. Everyone in 
this camp has hope — that's why 
they're so well behaved. Once forcible 
repatriation takes hold, the word wit] 
spread that there's no hope.”

0.5 percent tested positive for marijuana and 1.7 percent 
poative for other drugs, including opiates. Overall, urinalysis 
showed 2.7 percent used drugs. 

B UT THE STUDY SHOWED that using Psychemedic’s 
process 8.4 percent of the applicants tested positive for 
cocaine, 3.5 percent for marijuana and 6.1 percent for 
other drugs — an overall drug-use rate of 18 percent- 
“For all drugs tested, RlAHwas substantially more effective in 
identifying drug use in pre-employment screening, y ielding an 18 
percent positive rate in comparison with an overall rate of 2.7 
percent for urine,” the Steelcase study concluded. 

It also showed RIAH to be accurate in deter mining dru g use. 
“In a follow-up interview,” the study said, “over 90 percent of 
aU applicants who tested positive for cocaine or marijuana by 
RIAH but negative by urinalysis admitted [drug] use when 
confronted with the RIAH results — providing clear evidence 
that these individuals had ‘beaten* the urine screen.” 

It concluded that if Steelcase continued to use urinalysis to 
detect drug use, “for every 100 employees, approximately 15 
would be drug users.” 

“The big difference with using hair is that we are looking at a 
significantly longer period of time than urine tests,” said Ray 
Kubaclo, president of Psychemedics. “Urine tests only deter- 
mine if drugs have been used in the past two to four days. When 
we do bur test, we use a short hair sample, and that provides a 
90-day history.'” f - 1 - 

He said the' RIAH process, - cm. which Psychemedics has a 
patent pending, can detennme^-ffi^ frequency of drug use and 
whether use is heavy, light or moderate, while urinalysis cannot 
tell if a person who tested positive “took a lot of drugs three days 
ago or just a little bit each of those three days.”

For the affluent, the president's propos- 
als would not only lower the capital gains 
tax but eliminate the luxury tax on yachts 
and airplanes, a step the administration 
classifies as a stimulus to create jobs in the 
shipbuilding and aviation industries. 

For the middle class, Mr. Bush called 
for raising the personal income tax exemp- 
tion by 5500 a child. He also proposed a 
55.000' tax credit for first-time home buy- 
ers that would be phased out after a year. 

And to encourage Americans to go to 
college, he called for deducting interest on 
student loans. 

For the less well-off. he offered a tax 


credit of up to 53.750 to male medical 
insurance more affordable. 

"The lax-credit for first-time home pur- 
chases. if it's temporary, is not a bad idea 
to spur growth, but it doesn't speak to any 
clear vision of wanting to do anything 
systematic for the economy.” said Robert 
Solow, an economics professor at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and win- 
ner of the Nobel Memorial Prize in eco- 
nomics. “ft sounds like bits and pieces 
paying off political debti." 

Rudolph Pcnner. a former director of 
the Congressional Budget Office who is 
now a feDow at the Urban Institute, a 
research organization here, was more en- 
thusiastic. 

He said America’s competitiveness 
would be helped by making permanent the 
tax credits that corporations receive for 
research and development. As for the in- 
vestment tax allowance that would allow 
companies to depredate an extra 15 per- 
cent of investments in their first year.

Bright Spot: U.S. Seems to Undercount Exports

WASHINGTON —The US. trade def- 
icit is probably S10 billion to S2Q bOtion a 
year smaller than is officially reported 
because American exports are systemati- 
cally undercounted, according to a study 
by *a panel of business leaders, bankers 
and academics. 

The group, which performed the 30- 
month study for the congress onally char- 
tered National Research Council, said 
Tuesday that the true competitive position 
of U.S. companies is being misrepresented 
not only by the imprecise trade data but 
also by the failure of analysts to take 


account of the foreign manufacturing op- 
erations of U.S. companies. 

The panel noted that monthly trade 
data does not include the sales of services 
abroad by U.S. enterprises, such as banks 
and construction companies. And the fig- 
ures do not reflect the profits flowing back 
to the United States from American com- 
panies overseas. The 1991 U.S. trade defi- 
cit, without the adjustments .snggesied by 
the panel is estimated at S65 billion. 

The report could provide comfort for 
the White Housa which is under fire from 
Democrats for its handling of trade rela- 
tions. especially with Japan. 

Robert E Baldwin, a Univeraiv of Wis- 


consin economics professor who chaired 
the panel said U.S. exports to Japan, Ger- 
many and Britain were routinely underre- 
ported by about 7 percent during' the 1980s. 

“Government is more diligent in moni- 
toring imports than exports" because du- 
ties must be paid on imports, he said. 

The group oiled for steps to assure that 
L’.S. exporters promptly report their for- 
eign sales and for increased automation of 
reporting and tabulating of the numbers. 

But even if the numbers were made 
more accurate, the panel said, an even 
better gauge of U.S. competitiveness than 
the monthly trade figures would indude 
the balance in services, as well as the sales 


of multinational companies' manufactur- 
ing operations in other countries. 

If goods and services sold abroad by 
foreign- based. U_S.-owned companies are 
added to exports from f acton es in the 
United States, the total U.S. trade deficit 
in 1987 was S64 billion. Mr. Baldwin said, 
less than half of the SI 48 billion figure 
that was calculated in the traditional way. 

To get a better estimate of U.S. exports 
to r anatia the United States in 1990 be- 
gan using import figures collected by Ca- 
nadian customs officials. A survey had 
found that Canada's figures for shipments 
from the United States in 1989 were 516 
billion higher than U.S. export figures. 


Perrier Files After IBM, Bull Foresees More Alliances 
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Compiled by Our Staff From Dispatches 

PARIS —Source Perrier SA took 
its first concrete step to fight an 
unwanted 113 bilbon French franc 
(52.43 trillion} takeover bid by Nes- 
lU SA by filing a complaint with a 
French anti-trust regulator, the 
company disclosed on Wednesday. 

Jacques Vincent, chairman of 
Perrier, said the water and cheese 
company filed a complaint with the 
Paris Competition Council on 
Tuesday ailing anti-competitive 
practices by Nestle, the Swiss food 
conglomerate, and its French ally 
BSN. BSN has agreed to buy Pem- 
er’s Volvic water subsidiary if Nes- 
tles bid succeeds. 

The complaint alleges the Nestle 
bid is a dismantling operation, 
openly organized to bypass compe- 
tition rules. “1 say a categoric ‘no’ to 
this curious adventure,* Mr. Vin- 
cent said. “ Perrier is a highly inte- 
grated business and cannot be sliced 
up, either vertically or horizontally." 

He said the attempt by Nesilfe 
and BSN to create a “duopoly" 
could affect the industry, especially 
French distribution. 

Mr. Vincent iqecied the bid on 
Jan. 21, but he did not say how Per- 
rier would fight the offer. Umberto 
Agnelli, the Italian executive whose 
family also is seeking control of Per- 
rier. said the next day that his camp 
would not try to top the Nestle bid 
because it already controls neatly 
half of the company but would seek 
to retain the French concern. 

Mr. Vincent also is chairman of 
Exor SA, which with its allies Sodfc- 
tf Gfaiferale. the French bank, and 
the sugar company Saint-Louis con- 
trols 49.3 percent of Perrier. This 
stake is effectively controlled by the 
Agnelli family, which is conducting 
a friendly bid for all of Exor. 

So far. Nestle has won the initial 
takeover skirmishes. It obtained 
coon orders temporarily forbid- 
ding the Agnelli camp from voting 
its Perrier shares. Among French 
regulators that must approve Nes- 
tis's bid. the Stock Exchange Coun- 
cil assented on Monday and the 
Treasury said Tuesday it was hkdy 
to do so. (Bloomberg, Reuters )

“We will both cooperate and compete in the 
future. The business has changed so much that 
everybody needs to work with everybody else." 
said Frauds Lorentz in an interview. “This is 
true for IBM. too." 

BuR battling like ail the established main- 
frame computer makers to keep up with inno- 
vative companies not hobbled by commitments 
to proprietary closed systems, sees its future as 
being built “brick by brick" through alliances 
with other major suppliers, including, possibly, 
Europeans. That strategy should help Bull fo- 
cus on its own few strengths. 


Mr. Lorentz. basking in a move that should 
enhance the long-ailing Bull in the eyes of its 
customers, elaborated mi the company's deri- 
sion to join forces with IBM in the field of high- 
powered workstations, ft also gained a foothold 
with IBM in laptop computers, a technology 
where Big Blue has repeatedly failed to make 
inroads agai nst its more nimble competitors. 

Both Bull and IBM, proud of their indepen- 
dence. have long been cautious about forging 
links with other suppliers. 

For BuR the decision to gp with IBM rather 
than Hewlett-Packard Co. foDowed a long and 
tenuous path. Only a few years ago, rather than 
join other computer makers. Bull had decided to 
develop its workstations using reduced instruc- 
tion- set computing — one of the fastest-growing 
segments of the market — around a chip devel- 
oped by tiny MIPS Computer Systems. But 
when MIPS turned its attention early last year to 
personal computers instead. BuD found itself, 
like other MIPS allies, out on a limb. 


Bull, forced to work with a competitor, 
opened discussions in July with Hewlett-Pack- 
ard. Mr. Lorentz said. “At first, we didn't 
consider IBM. They were too far away from our 
culture. And after all this company had been 
used for years to compete against IBM." 

But after IBM formed a partnership last year 
with Siemens AG and also startled the industry 
by joining hands with its bitter rival Apple 
Computer Inc..

The continuing effects of the re- 
cession. which pushed down steel 
prices and cut me number of ship- 
ments. as well as higher operating 
costs were the principal causes of 
the poor results. 

The planned job cuts would re- 
duce ns current work force of 

26.500 by about 25 percent by the 
end of 1993. according to & Bethle- 
hem spokesman. 

The company said it would try to 
sell its bar. rod and wire division, in 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, and its 
[network fabrications operations, 
in Steel ion. Pennsylvania. 

If those divisions cannot be sold 
before current customer orders are 
filled, the operations will be shut 
down, the company said. 

Bethlehem also' will begin to 
market its coke oven operations in 
Lackawanna. New York, and will 
shut down its coke oven batteries in 
Sparrows Point. Maryland. 

The company said’ it was elimi- 
nating its quarierly common stock 
dividend after Feb. 10. 

The steelmaker said it lost 58.47 
per share in the three months that 
ended Dec. 31. compared with a 
loss of S5I6.S million, or 56.91 a 
share, a year ago. 

Sales fell 14.2 percent to SI. 03 
billion, from 51.20 billion, in the 
same quarter a year earlier. 

For the year. Bethlehem had a 
loss of 5767 million, or S10.41 per 
share, compared with a loss of 
S463.5 million, or 56.35 per share, 
for 1990. 

Sales for the year fell 11.8 per- 
cent to S4.32 billion, from S4.9Q 
billion. 

Bethlehem reduced its earnings 
by S575 million in the fourth quaiy 
ter of 1991 to pay for the restruc- 
turing changes. 

The sale of the bar. rod and wire 
division would eliminate 2,600 jobs 
from the payroll. About 1.900 of 
those employees are in Johnstown, 
and there are about 350 employees 
in each of the division’s plants in 
Lackawanna and Sparrows Point.

New Design Heats Up U.S. Supercomputer Market

WALTHAM. Massachusetts — 
Henry Burkhaidt is scheming to 
ambush the computer industry. 

His radically different super- 
computer. intended for both scien- 
tific and commercial markets, has 
still nol been formally introduced, 
although a handful of university 
and govenunem research labs are 
potting prototypes through the 
paces of number crunching. 

But in recent weeks, Mr. Burk- 
hardt's design has fired an emo- 
tional debate inside the usually 
clinically calm community of elite 
scientists and engineers who build 
the world’s fastest computers. 

On one side are experts who con- 
tend that Mr. Burkhkrdt's Kendall 
Square Research Corp. has built a 
conceptually dean and simple ma- 
chine. The computer's fundamen- 
tal difference lies in the way it cre- 
ates a giant pool of memory, rather 
than the many smaller puddles that 
characterize the memory of other 
supercomputers. 

The Burkhardt machine, advo- 
cates say, will make it far easier for 
business and scientific computer 
users and software designers to 
adapt existing work station or 
mainframe programs fa- tasks re - 1 
q wiring a supercomputer’s speed | 
and capacity. 

On the other side of the contro- 
versy are engineers — and competi- 
tors — who argue that Kendall 


Square's vaunted advantages are so 
much hype. This camp predicts 
that the company committed a fa- 
tal blunder by basing its machine 
on a custom-made chip that could 
quickly fall behind the industry’s 
rapidly evolving technology. 

At the center of the storm is Mr. 
Burkhardt. 47. a Princeton dropout 
who started his career in the mid- 
1960s as a computer designer at 
Digital Equipment Corp. He subse- 
quently helped to found Data Gen- 
eral Corp. and Encore Computer 
Corp. before forming Kendall 
Square in 1986. 

•There is an extraordinary' trans- 
formation taking place at the high 
end of the computer industry, and 
there is a tremendous interest in 
running applications beyond the 


reach of today’s machines." Mr. 
Burkhardt said in an interview. 

If his business plan plays out. 
Mr. Burkhardt said, the company 
will become a force in the commer- 
cial market for high-end comput- 
ers. Target customers for his KSR1 
include companies like banks or 
airlines that must frequently search 
huge data bases and quiddy re- 
trieve information. 

Mr. Burkhardt hopes to begin 
installing machines for commercial 
customers by mid-year. 

Igniting the Kendall Square con- 
troversy was an article by the econ- 
omist 'George Gilder, published 
this month in a narrowly circulated 
but closely read Silicon Valley 
magazine called Upside. 

Mr. Gilder’s article endorsed 


Kendall Square’s system while 
fiercely challenging the design work 
of one of Mr. Burkhardt’s principal 
competitors, Danny Hiflis. 

In October. Mr. Hillis. co- 
founder of Thinking Machines 
Corp., based in Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, introduced a new version 
of his own pioneering supercom- 
puter. the Connection Machine. 
Like Mr. Burkhardt’s, it is a so- 
called massively parallel computer. 

Mr. GiJder's article attacks Mr. 
Hill is' new computer and argues 
that he erred in redesigning his new 
CM-5 system around thousands of 
off-the-shelf rmcroprocessor chips 


rather than building a custom ma- 
chine from the ground tip. 

But Mr. Hillis. whose supporters 
include International Business Ma- 
chines Corp. and Sun Microsys- 
tems Inc., responds that he is being 
unfairly attacked on the basis of 
fake information about his com- 
puter’s specifications. 

The dispute has focused on the 
best way to design massively paral- 
lel supercomputers, machines that 
harness the power of hundreds or 
even hundreds of thousands of mi- 
croprocessors and break complex

BUSH: Plan’s Effect Is Doubted COMPUTE: New Design Sparks a Heated Debate

BRUSSELS — Information contained in elec- 
tronic databases in the European Community 
would receive legal protection from unauthorized 
copying under a plan proposed on Wednesday by 
the EC Commission. 

Databases store various information that users 
retrieve through computers often through tele- 
phone hookups from their homes. 

They are fast becoming the "cultural hypermar- 
kets of the future" from which subscribers obtain 
musical and artistic works in addition 10 more 
mundane material, such as airline schedules, the 

commission said. 

Europe holds one-third of the world's 5 biHion 
European Currency Unit (SI0.2 billion) database 
market, which is dominated by the United States. 

The EC protection plan, modeled after rules in 
Scandinavian countries, would provide electronic 
database companies a 10 -year protection against 
piracy. The proposal must be approved by the 
Community ’s member states in order to take ef- 
fect. 

“Problems now arise when someone who is not a 
bona fide subscriber obtains access to a database, 
or when someone who has access makes unautho- 
rized use of the information, such as reselling iu” 
an EC Commission official said.

Subscribers usually obtain access to a database 
through a secret password. 

The new protection is designed (0 plug a loop- 
hois in existing European copyright law. which 
or.’v protects database storage of full-text works. 
5uch as encyclopedias. Tne bus and pieces of facts 
and figures contained in databases are not now 
protected, because the arrangement of such infor- 
mation :s not considered original enough to qualify 
for copyright protection. 

“‘Databases are a relatively new phenomenon." 
the commission official said. “Copyright laws were 
generally drafted before the advent of electronic 
databases.'" 

ice commission said its plan might serve as a 
mode! for changes in international copyright 
agreements now being prepared by the World 
Intellectual Property Organization.

TOKYO — The Bank of Ja- 
pan predicted on Wednesday 
that Japanese economic 
growth would remain sl uggish 
in coming months, but it ruled 
out a sharp contraction. 

“We don't see any danger of 
a cumulative downturn,” a 
central bank official said. “We 
will face a period of slow 
growth for some time, a quar-

MANILA — The long-awaited privatiza- 
lion of Phi&pphje Airlines is set to proceed on 
Thursday, despite last-minute opposition 
from within the. government.

The three are Philippine Commercial In- 
ternational Bank, UBP Capital Corp. and a 
joint venture between AB Capital & Invest- 
ment Corp. and Bank of Commerce.

Exports from January to November 1991 
totaled 57.938 billion, up 6.5 percent from 
57.452 billion a year earlier, while imports 
slipped 1.3 percent to S 1 1.024 billion from 
SI 1.172 billion, the bank said. 

The increase in exports reflected increased 
shipments of fruit, vegetables and other agri- 
cultural products.

Lieberam told the Dresden Morgeopost 
that his assignment was to watch the club’s 
most talented player, Matthias Sammer, and 
GQtschow. even though the striker had been a 
Stasi informer for several years before Lie- 
beram arrived at Dynamo in 1985. 

Lieberam said the Stasi had threatened to 
stop his transfer to the prestigious club if he 
did not agree to supply information. 

Trautmann. the 1989 national player-of- 
the-year. said he was hired by the Stasi in 
1981. He said the organization threatened to 
stop him from playing soccer if he did not 

spy- 

Ddschner. who now plays for Fortuna Co- 
logne. told the Express newspaper that “I 
wanted to be able to concentrate on my job 
and therefore agreed to it.”

W HILE economic reparations were 
paid to some victims of the Third 


YV paid to some victims of the Third 
Reich, two modern German novels make 
what might be called literary reparations 
for the books that were once officially 
banned and burned. 

• In both West Germany, where censor- 
ship was not practiced, and East Germa- 
ny, where writers were servants of the 
State until unification, novelists have 
demonstrated that society cannot slip the 
bonds of die past, “The Tango Player" 
by Christoph Hein, set in in what used to 
be the German Democratic Republic, 
and “The Training Ground." by Sieg- 
fried Lenz, set in the Federal Republic of 
Germany, are reminders of the cruelties 

and absurdities of any state that regu- 
lates freedom. 


These authors follow in the tradition 
of the German Expressionists, using the 
weapons of satire and symbolism to 
show that the one thing authoritarians 
cannot tolerate is ridicule. The tuo major 
German postwar novelists. Heinrich Boll 
and Gunter Grass, built their main sto- 
ries upon the ashes of World War II. 
Hein and Lenz. bring a more current 
sensibility to Germany's past. 

If “The Tango Player" reminds the 
reader of "The Trial" by Kafka, it is 
because both stories center on a sup- 
posed crime, trial and punishment. Hein, 
however, is a light-handed entertainer, 
not an enigmatic puzzle maker, who even 
manages to produce a happy ending. 
Another difference is that he is preoccu- 
pied with women in uninhibited Leipzig 
in the late 1960s. nor Prague earlier in the 
century. Nevertheless, the Prague Spring 
of 1968 — that brier rebellion during 
which hope existed that Soviet domina- 
tion would end in Czechoslovakia — 
drives the plot of the novel. 

In “The Training Ground." Lenz 
writes an ambitious novel about the 
stale's heavy hand in West Germany, 
circa 1985. that almost ranks with his 
most important book. “The German Les- 
son.” a novel wnhin a novel about the so- 
called joys of duty. 

In “The Training Ground." the author 
makes a strong statement about chauvin- 
ism and the German personality when 
placed in a position of power. Through a 
circuitous plot. Len 2 seems Lo be deliver- 
ing a subtle warning against nostalgia for 


glory in uniform and against the rise of 
militarism in the future. 

The novel’s narrator. Bruno, is a men- 
tally handicapped young man who was 
adopted by an East German family that 
has moved to the West. He is something 
of an idiot savant with a great gift for 
horticulture. 

On leased land that was once used for 
military exercises and is still littered with 
spent cartridges, the patriarch of the Su- 
deten German family now living in West 
Germany has managed to grow many 
thousands of trees and plants. As the 
land becomes more valuable and the 
family more prosperous, the children be- 
come suspicious and jealous. The excep- 
tion is Bruno, the adopted son. who is the 
only ime close to the family's patriarch. 
The divided family, like divided Germa- 
ny. causes nothing but trouble to itself 
and to the cultivated land. 

The worst is yet to come. A directive 
from the Ministry of Agriculture makes 
use of directives from another era: “They 
want only German seed sown in German 
soil." It has become illegal to grow 
French pines or .American Douglas firs. 
The seedlings are then uprooted and 
burned in the town square. One family 
membei notes: "It’s all so wonderfully 
reminiscent of the Nazi race laws. They'll 
voon be talking of incest between tree-." 

So it can go. Lenz dares to say. in the 
newly prosperous Germany.

Biggest 1-Year Contract: 
$4.5 Million for Fielder

NEW YORK — Cecil Fielder 
has agreed to the largest swgle- 
wason contract in major league 
baseball history, and Mark 
McGwire has taken a rare pay cut 
for a player in salary arbitration. 

Fielder, who hit 95 home runs 
and drove in 265 runs during the 

past two seasons, settled Tuesday 
with the Detroit Tigers at 54.5 mil- 
lion. He had asked' for an arbitra- 
tion-record 55.4 million while De- 
troit had offered S3 2 million. 

According to Fielder, the Tigers' 
president. Bn Schembechler. had 
pushed for a one-year deal in recent 
days. 

“He was very adamant about 
talking to my agent all of a sud- 
den,” Fielder said. “He felt that a 
deal definitely needed to be worked 
out. He started feeling. 1 think, a 
iirtle bit of pressure from the peo- 
ple of Detroit." 

The deal, which ranks Fielder 
tenth on the salary list by average 
annual value, lops Nolan Ryan's 
544 million 1992 salary with the 
Texas Rangers as high for a single- 
season contract. Now 1 . Fidder and 
the Tigers will attempt to negotiate 
a multiyear contract. 

“Bo Schembechler was talking to 
myself and my agent and that was 
the main topic, trying to figure oui 


how they were going to be able to 
work out a long-term contract,” 
Fidder said. “And it's basically a 
situation where the Detroit Tigers 
in the past have never really given 
out. per se. a lot of money to top 
players, so. you know — Kirk Crib- 
son, Lance Parrish and Jack Morris 
— all those people have left." 

Fidder. 28. is eligible for free 
agency after the 1993 season. In 
1991. 'he hit .261 with 44 homers 
and 133 nuts baited in. 

Six other players in arbitration 
agreed to one-year contracts Tues- 
day. leaving 102 cases unsettled. 

McGwire's salary fell from S1875 
million to S2.65 million, halfway 
between his request for S2.85 mil- 


lion and the Oakland Athletics' of- 
fer of S2.45 million. McGwire hit 
.201 with 22 homers and 75 RBIs 
last season. A year ago. the only cut 
in arbitration was 'taken by Los 
Angeles infielder Jeff Hamilton. 

In ether signings, reliever Mike 
Maddux and San Diego settled at 

5510.000. a 5400,000 raise. Pitts- 
burgh outfidder-first baseman 
Llovd McClendon agreed at 

5465.000. a $190,000 raise. 
Outfldder Mark Carreon. ob- 
tained by Detroit last week in a 
trade with the New York Mats, 
settled at 5355,000, a raise of 

5140.000. Catcher Joe Girardi and 
the Chicago Cubs agreed at 

5 300.000. a raise of S7S.00G.

EW YORK — For those who think of major league 
baseball’s 26 owners as the only members of a snobbish 
country dub but could never prove it, proof is now available. 

When a Seattle group, including the Japanese son-in-law of 
the owner of the Nintendo video-game empire, anno unced its 
intention to buy the Seattle Mariners in order to prevent the 
team from being taken to Sl Petersburg, Florida, the baseball 
hierarchy blanched.

cent announced that major Vantage 
league baseball has a Point

vestors from outside the United States and Canada, and warned 
that approval of the Seattle group was unlikely. Baseball's 
ownership committee had a burned conference call. 

But by offering to provide 60 percent of the SI00 milli on 
purchase price, the Nintendo people weren't trying to buy a 
baseball treasure, such as the Hall of Fame at Cooperstown or 


one of Babe Ruth's mustard-stained uniforms. If anything, the 
Seattle group would be doing baseball a favor. 

Over its 15 seasons, the Mariners have been all but invisible. 
Never in a divisional race. Never above J00 until last season. 
Never willing to bid for any of the expensive free agents. 

Even so, the president of Nintendo of Japan. Hiroshi Y amau- 
chj. responded to a group of Seattle businessmen and civic 
leaders, including Senator Slade Gorton. Republican of Wash- 
ington, that was trying to keep the troubled American i 
team. 

Jeff Smulyan. ihe Marinas' owner, has imposed a March 27 
deadline to prodireea local buyer. If acme is approved, Smulyan 
apparently plans to hijack the team to Si. Petersburg. 

Throughout his reign. Vincent has denounced the moving of 
teams. He and the owners have also been concerned about 
small-market teams coping with the spiraling salaiy structure. 

Now a Seattle group wants to keep the team there. Now its 
Japanese money could afford the salary spiral But the commis- 
sioner mentions a “strong policy" against foreign ownership. 

Yamauchi's son-in-law, Minoru Arakawa, president of Nin- 
tendo of America, has lived in the Seattle area for 15 years — 


which is 15 years longer ihan ihe present owner has — and has 
raised his final }. there. He's as Seattle as grilled salmon. 

Baseball's dunking in ihe Seattle situation is what occurs on 
some country -club admissions committees. It's the opposite of 
what Vincent keeps calling for: more minority involvement, in 
baseball's from office and" dugouL Call it racist- Call it snob- 
bish. Whatever you cal! it. this thinking is as narrow as a bat 
handle. 

If the baseball hierarchy looked beyond the next pitch, it 
would leap at the opportunity for Japanese involvement in a 
major league franchise. 

I F THE MARINERS were financed by Nintendo money. 

(hey tzdahl play some exhibition games in Japan and they 
might develop a following on Japanese television. When super- 
sonic travel arrives, the major leagues just might want to 
expand to Tokyo and other Asian cities. 

For almost a century, baseball's World Series has been a 
misnomer for what is merely the North American champion- 
ship. Let the Mariners be the firsi planks in a 21st-century 
bridge to a true World Series. 

Another sham is the requirement of local ownership. 


Pirates Again Losers Financially

PITTSBURGH —The Pittsburgh Pirates lost money in 1991 even 
though a dub-record 2.1 million saw regular-season games at Three 
Rivers Stadium. 

It was the third consecutive year the team has finished in the red. 
its president, Mark Sauer, said Tuesday. He wouldn't say how much 
the team lost last year, but said it would have been more without the 
seven-game National League playoffs, which generated S3 million. 
The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette estimated the loss at S2 million. 

Sauer cited higher player salaries and high operating costs as 
reasons for the loss. Salaries went from 512.5 million in 1990 to S24 
million last year, he said, and would grow again this season. 


George Sieinbreimer, the New York Yankees' principal own- 
er now in exile, has a Manhattan apartment, but even when 
active, he always spent more time in Tampa. Florida. John 
McMullen, the owner of the Houston Astros, has a New York 
office and resides in Montclair, New Jersey. 

But for all its Nintendo money, if problems develop, the 
Seattle group has drawn up provisions to keep the franchise 
there. 

Yamauchi would gram an irrevocable proxy to his son-in- 
law. If ibe franchise were pul up for sale, for 120 days other 
members of the group would have the right of first refusal to 
purchase il 

For the next 120 day’s, it could be sold only to people from 
the Pacific Northwest; for the 120 days after tiui. only to 
people who would keep the dub in Seattle. 

The group has also announced that John Ellis, the chairman 
and chief executive officer of Puget Sound Power and Light, 
would be the franchise’s representative to baseball as well as its 
day-to-day boss. But more important, it has mentioned the 
words that truly terrify baseball: creating legislation to revoke 
baseball's anti-trust exemption. 

Baseball's hierarchy might also be interested to know that 
Minoni Arakawa is a member of the Overlake Golf and 
Country Guh in the Seattle area. 

To keep the Mariners there, baseball's hierarchy should revoke 
its “strong policy” again sl admitting him to its country club. 
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to rerfl by Ihe

Consortium to Issue 
f Satanic’ Paperback

NEW YORK — Salman Rush- 
die's “Satanic Verses" is finally 
scheduled to be released in paper- 
back, though not by Viking Pen- 
guin, the original publisher of the 
book that was called blasphemous 
to Islam and brought an Iranian 
order for the writer’s execution. 

A consortium of publishers, writ- 
ers and human-rights groups is be- 
ing organized under the auspices of 
the Authors Guild to publish the 
book in the spring in an inexpensive 
mass-market edition. A similar con- 
sortium published the hard-cover 
Goman edition of "The Satanic 
Verses.”

The operative adjective 
for him is "controversial" and 1 asked him how he fell 
about it. 

“Some have controversy thrust upon them." he replied. 
“I am such a person. Actually I'm a very mild-mannered 
chap. As you can see. It might have something to do with 
the fact that 1 choose interesting subjects as opposed to 
dull subjects.” 

Russell’s eccentric narrative techniques and maverick 
blend of fact and fantasy’ revolutionized filra biographies. 
He has made movies about something like 13 composers 
(be can’t remember the exact figure) including Tchaikov- 
sky, Banok. Richard Strauss, Edward Elgar. Mahler and 
Liszt. He filmed the Broadway musical “The Boy Friend.'* 
The Who's rock opera "Tommy” (“30 video clips strung 
together") and directed a clip for Ellon John's song 
“Nikita.” His recent biography of the Czech composer 
BohusJav Martinu was screened here out of competition. 

Next he will play the lead (he acted in “The Russia 
House” — “blink and you missed me”) opposite Glenda 
Jackson in his film about the composer Sir Arnold Bax. He 
would like one day to make one based on "Beneath the 
Underdog," the autobiography of “ray jazz hero” Charles 
Mingus. 

“What is the role of film music?" 

“Years ago in London 1 went to a series of projections 


done ihat to him. But he ended up writing marvelous 
music anyway." 

When Russell said he always sees images listening to 
music. 1 asked him if it is true, as some claim, that rock 
video clip? - stifle the imagination. 

“Most rock music could do with a bit of imagination.” 
he said. "Jr's so shallow, it needs ail the help it can get. My 
own trouble with rock clips is that I try to make sense out 
of the lyrics. Thai's the last thing anyone wants. It's a very 
uncool thing to do. so I don't make many of them." 

“What about John Cage's concept of sound as music?” 

"This son of thing can be overdone. In ‘Close Encoun- 
ters.' every car door' closing, every blink of an eyelid was 
amplified a thousand times and I round it totally — 
alienating. It’s'O.K. if you orchestrate sounds so that they 
add to the emotional impact but using them as gratuitous 
•realistic’ background detracts. I'd rather see a silent film. 

“In cartoons, every time Goofy moves, a xylophone 
goes ’sirreep.’ It's called 'Mickey' Mouse' music, in the 
r 40s. when a door opened Franz Waxman or Max Steiner 
would have a harp strumming. Someone brushing their 
teeth, it was a trill on the flute. ‘Mickey Mouse' music has 
become less and less cool and it's reached the point where 
if the music actually fils the image it's considered bad 
news.” 

When I hear self-conscious romantic fiddles and a 
catchy signature song during the opening credits of a 
Western. 1 take it as a kind of warning of com to come. 

Russel! agreed: “My film about Sir Arnold Bax starts 
with him in a cinema watching Carol Reed's ‘Oliver Twist* 
with a composer friend. When it’s over, the friend says. 
'You know. I don't remember a note.’ Bax tells him that's 
actually a compliment io the composer. You should not 
remember the music. Film music should be felt not heard. 
The better the music the more effective the impact of the 
film, but good music does not necessarily make good film 
music. It has to be apt. 

“1 have emphasized to the jury members that it's neither 
the movie nor the music. What's important is an emotional 
experience you see and hear as one. Otherwise you might 
as well dose your eyes and forget the pictures." 

Early the next morning. I w andered into a screening of 
“China Rocks.' " Ihe BBC production about a Chinese rock 
musician that later was awarded the Grand Prix by the 
jury. Extremely moved by all the qualities Russell had 
talked about and more. I iried io contact the director for 
an interview but we played telephone tag for two days. In 
other words. 1 found the product but Iosl as it were, the 
deal. That's MIDEM for vuu.
